DECaJNS  OF  RURAL  ONTARIO 

^  ^  ju  ^  The  population  of  rural  Ontario  in- 
P         creased,  practkxUy  without  a  break, 

year  by  year,  from  1872  to  1881,  incltt* 

live. 

The  rural  population  of  the  Province 
in  1872  was  1.04d,l»l,  and  in  1881  it 
was  1,134,192. 

This  was  an  increase  of  eight  pe  -^t 
in  the  ten  year  period. 

Prom  1881  to  1918  the  rural  popula- 
tion of  .he  Province  showed  a  steady 
decrease  from  1,134,192  in  1881  to 
996,228  in  1918,  or  a  dedine  of  12%  m 
that  period.  ■ 

JNow  how  about  the  urban  population 
—the  people  living  in  dtiesr  towns  and 
fiOages? 

Ptom  1872  to  1884  urban  population 
hicftas^  from  374,854  to  636,178.  This 
was  an  mcrease  of  49%  in  the  urban  as 
compared  with  8%  in  the  case  of  the 
rural  population.  . 

From  1884  to  1918  the  urban  popula- 
tion of  the  Province  increased  from 
636,178  to  1,582,949,  or  m  * 
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183%  in  the  urban  populatkm  oi  Ontano 
as  oompaied  with  a  decrease  ol  14%  in 
^  tamoMp  {K^nilatioa  in  the  sametime . 

It  is  something  more  than  a  co- 
incidence that  the  change  from 
INCREASE  to  DECREASE  in  rural 
population  began  with  tiM  flftt 
year  in  wliidi  the  poUcy  of  pn^- 
tion,  adoptMl  In  1886,  became  effec- 
tive. It  is  more  than  a  coincidence 
too,  that  the  abnormal  increase  in 
urban  population  began  at  the  sailM 
time. 

While  urban  popnlatioa  as  a  whole 
•luws  such  a  phenomenal  increase  it  is 
worth  nothing  that  it  is  the  large 
centres  which  have  absorbed  this  in- 
crease. - 

There  are  many  towns  and  villages  in 
Ontario  that  have  a  smaller  populittoa 
now  than  they  had  in  1881, 38  years  ago. 

Hcton,  for  exT  m  *  "^ad  2,391  people  in 
1872  ;  2,883  in  '       and  2,682  in  1918. 

Napanee  had  2,^o7  in  W2  ;  3,313  in 
1881  ;  3,014  in  1918. 

Walkerton  had  1,070  in  1872  ;  2,612 
in  1881  ;  2,205  in  1918. 

Orangeville  had  1,487  in  1872  ;  2,623 
in  1881  ;  2,269  in  1918. 

t 


All  these  towns  are  what  might  be  , 
caUed  "fimi  towns."  They  depend  for 
t&dbr  pntptrity  on  tlK  cotintiy  rar- 
roundhig  them.  From  1872  to  1884 
while  rural  population  was  increasing 
their  population  also  increased.  When 
rural  population  began  to  decline  in 
1881  the  pmniliitieii  of  these  towns  iito 

Still  more  significant  axe  the  figiires 
for  tu-ban  centres,  taken  as  a  whole,  and 
more  particularly  the  figures  for  the  last 
few  years. 

The  population  of  all  the  villages  and 
towns  to  Ontario  was  5,371  toss  ui  1918 
than  for  two  yean  before.  The  popula- 
tion of  cities  incTMied  hy  86,288  in 
the  same  time.  ^ 

The  smaller  urban  centres  and  the 
townships  are  in  the  same  boat.  Their 
interests  are  identical.  Why  then  should 
they  not  act  together  in  changing  con- 
dmas  from  whkh  they  both  mdm  ? 

A  table  gi9«n  on  page  15  sIms  tite 
popnlatim  of  representative  townships 
east,  west  and  north  of  Toronto  in  1872, 
1881  and  1918.  The  townships  named 
are  not  the  poorest  in  the  Province  ; 
they  might  rather  be  described  as 

i  - 


among  the  best.  Most  of  them  have 
been  settled  for  a  century  ;  all  of  them 
are  peopled  by  representatives  of  all 
that  is  best  in  rural  Ontario-Hlmft, 
sobriety,  indiiitiy,  hitelligence.  In 
every  case  tha  population  is  less  than  it 
was  in  1881  ;  m  every  case  population 
is  less  than  in  1872,  although  in  many^ 
if  not  all  cases,  the  work  of  "clearing" 
those  townthipt  liad  not  oonqdeted 

in  1872. 

It  is  sometiiiMt  asserted  that  the  vm 

of  improved  farm  machinery  has  reduced 
the  need  of  population  on  the  land. 
This  statement  is  not  true.  No  very 
great  addition  was  made  to  the  applica- 
tion of  labor-fiaving  mfichitwiy  on  the 
f^ffm  betwien  1881  and  1918.  In  1918 
the  area  tinder  cultivation  was,  or  should 

[have  been,  much  greater  than  in  1872. 
Moreover,  the  improvement  in  farm 
implements  between  1872  and  1918  is 
largely,  if  not  whbl^  oHiet  by  the  vast 
iaatmt  in  intensive  farming.  The  com 
crop,  for  example,  that  calls  for  large 
expenditure  in  labor,  was  almost  un- 
known even  in  1881.  To-day  it  is  one 
of  the  main  crops  on  whicli  the  <^toiry- 
maa  r^es  for  f^. 


Going  beyond  Ontario,  and  taking 
Canada  as  a  whole,  we  find  it  stated  by 
the  Dominion  Dq;>cjtment  of  Labor, 
that  the  uiban  populatkm  of  aD  Cwuida, 
which  was  only  14%  of  the  total  pofm- 
lation  of  the  BoaMtm  in  1881,  mis 
46M%  in  1011. 

PROVINaAL  EXraNDITURE 

Some  20  years  ago  a  huge  map  hanging 
te  tte  Provincial  Parliament  Builduigs 
carried  the  legend  :  "Ontario  has  no 
Public  Debt."  To-day  the  Provincial 
debt  is  at  least  $100,000,000. 

A  quarter  of  a  centutv  ago  Ontario 
bbai^  of  economy  in  ue  spending  of 
Provincial  revenue  and  pointed  the 
finger  of  scorn  at  Extravagant  Quebec. 
In  1917,  the  last  year  for  which  figures 
are  available  for  Uie  two  Provinces,  the  ^ 
Provincial  expenditure  oi  Ontario  was  | 
given  in  th^e  Canada  Year  Book,  issued  n 
by  the  Dominion  Government,  at  i 
$16,518,223.  The  Provincial  expendi-  S 
ture  of  Quebec  is  given  by  the  same 
authority  at  $9,907,673. 

Prom  1904  €o  1917,  the  Canada  Year 
Book  again  being  the  authority,  the 
Provincial  expenStae  of  (tetario  ^ 
creased  by  213%^

What  is  thft  cfttite  of  the  present 
financial  position  of  the  Province? 
This  pdsitkm  b  4B0t  whoUy  chargeable 
either  to  one  or  other  of  the  old  political 
parties.  It  is  due  to  the  fact  that ' '  farm 
influence"  in  the  Legislature  has  Oft- 
dined  even  mofs  rapidly  than  haa  nrm 
populstioa  In  the  tomi^^ 

For  years,  while  farm  influence  was 
still  stttmg  in  the  Legislature,  the 
Mowat  Government  hesitated  to  spend 
a  little  over  a  million  dollars  to  provide  a 
building  for  the' housing  of  the  I^- 
l^iture,  and  ^  siwwal  Provincial  De- 
partments. At  an  earlier  date,  whei» 
John  Sandfidd  Macdonald  was  Premier 
of  Ontario,  there  was  equal  hesitation  in 
spendmg  less  than  $50,000  on  the  official 
residence  then  occupied  by  the  liyt- 
enant-Govemor  #  Ontario.  A  um 


fwn  ago  a  mlUion  d<dlanl|wai 

spent  in  providing  a  new  and  palatial 
residence  for  that  same  offidaL 

The  salary  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  Ontario,  payable  by  the  Dominion  . 
Government,  is  $10,pOO  a  vear.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  Governor  iaa  an  "sBow- 
ance"  from  the  Ontario  Govermnciit  xd 
$2,050  a  year.  His  ofiSdal  secretary, 
Alex.  Fraser,  receives  $1,400  a  year  (in 
addition  to  $2,500  as  Provincial  Archi- 
vist). An  Assistant  Secretary  *to  the 
Governor  gets  $600,  and  a  messenger 
$800.  Assistant  gardeners,  fir^en  and 
repairs  to  grounds  about  Government 
House  cost  $12,764.74.  Water,  fuel, 
light  and  power  for  the  official  residence 
cost  $5,951.27,  and  repairs  and  coa- 
tingendes  over  $5,000  more,  llie  fud^' 
bill  alone  for  Government  Hoifise  was 
$4,760.84  m  1918.  In  addition  to  this 
annual  interest  and  depredation  will" 
easily  total  $100,000.  And  all  for  the 
most  va^m  public  c^eiat*  in  tiie,.Pro-< 
vince. 

During  the  war,  when  the  effects  of 
rural  depopulation,  with  a  resultant 
insuffident  supply  of  food  stuffs  became 
glaringly  ai^>ai«nt,  some  effort  was  made 
to  i^et  tbe  intttation.^  Wi^  this  end  in 


view,  the  Ostafio  Govermneiit  ipent 
in. 1918: 

$8,747.69  on  its  hog  campaign. 

$6,218,79  on  its  farm  help  campaign. 

$16,650.21  in  advertising  appeals  urg- 
in^aimers  to  "  produce  even  at  a  loss." 

$18,875.35  on  the  purchase  and  dis- 
tribution of  calendars  with  tie  object 
of  securing  the  production  of  the 
maximimi  in  foodstuffs. 

$71,520.72  in  encouraging  agriculture 

in  the  schools.

$260,000  on  its  "organization  of  re- 
sources" campaign,  with  the  significant 
notation  by  the  Provincial  Auditor  that 
there}!was  no  a|idit  of  this  particular 
expenditure. 

$316,140.54  on  the  purchase  and 
operation  of  tractors,  etc 

And  then,  as  if  to  rufe  it  m!  $31,937.50 
(two  items)  was  spent  on  the  purchase 
p|  films  and  operation  of  moving  pictures 
litc&ded  to  show  the  wondeiftil  wor^ 
b^ng  done  by  the  Department  t€  Afri- 
cMlure  for  the  boostir^^  Apiet^ore. 


OFFICIAL  SALARIES. 

The  official  salaries  of  members  of  the 
Provincial  Government,  as  Cabinet 
Ministers,  aggregated  $50,612.02  last 
year.  Of  tMs  the  Premier  received 
$12,000»  and  the  other  ndMm  at  the 
sate  of  $6,000  a  year  each.  In  addition 
each  Minister  receives  his  sesdonal 
allowance  of  $1,500. 

Deputy  Ministers,  for  the  most  pa^i 
received  $4,200  to  $4,500  each. 

Some  of  the  so-called  minor  officials 
rec^^  even  more  than  most  of  the 
Deputy  Ministers. 

Dr.  John  Wangh,  for  "^owances," 
extra  services  inspecting  seven  schools, 
as  Chief  Inspector  of  Schools,  for  ser- 
vices and  expenses  at  Departmental 
examinations,  and  for  extra  services  in 
connection  with  profesaional  and  stater- 
vising  boards  of  exanunos,  received 
$4,329.50  in  all. 

Dr.  J.  W.  S.  McCullough  as  Deputy 
Registrar-General  and  Secretary  of  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health,  and  for 
allowances  as  membtf  of  the  Provincial 
Board  of.  Health,  was  paid  $4,800.  % 

The  late  Dr.  John  Seath,.  as  Si^>erin- 
tendent  <tf  Edticaticm,  foe  extra  services 


and  ifi  cmmection  with  the  work  of 
supervising  boards  of  exanuncrs  received 

$5,250. 

T.  E.  Godson,  as  Mining  Comm?s- 
soner  and  for  special  services,  «irew 
$5,775.00. 

A.  M.  Dymond,  as  Law  C3€tk  of 
P«blic  Bills,  for  legal  services  in  con- 
nectk>tt  with  Teachers'  and  Inspectors 
Superannuation  Commission,  and  for 
travelling  expenses  in  connection  with 
Privy  Council  Appeal,  got  $5,912.00. 
Dr.  G.  C.  Creelman,  as  Commission 
'    of  i^culture  received  $1,700,  as  Prea- 
de&t  ^  the  Agrknltural  College,  $3,000 
and  $1,081.38  for  a  trip  to  Britain  and 
France  in  connection  with  the  Khaki 
University,  and  "with  a  viewof  studyii^ 
food  conditions  and  other  matters  of 
interest  to  the  work  in  this  Province." 
Mce  free  residence,  etc.,  are  provid^ 
for  the  President  of  the  Agricultural 
College  as  well,  the  total  emoluments  in 
this  case  come  near  rivalling  those  of  the 
Premier  of  the  Province. 


OTHER  PROVINCaAL  OUTtiAYS 
Legal  expeiwes  come  high.   One  firm 
of  Toronto  lawyers  recdved  $18,500

r 


for  legal  expenses  connected  with  Ottawa 
Separate  School  case ;  another  firm 
$7,000,  and  two  other  ^;al  firms  divided 
11,575.61  tietweai  them  oa  the  same 
account. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Great  War 
Veterans  of  Ontario  received  $37,500  of 
Provincial  funds  last  year,  aud  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Ontario 
Branch  of  the  Navy^  Let^ue  $50,000, 
without  there  being  anjrthing  to  show  in 
the  Public.  Accounts  how  the  money  was 
spent. 

Two  really  curious  items  there  are  in 
the  Public  Accounts  of  the  Province  for 
1918.  R.  Home  Smith  was  paid 
$10,000  for  travelling  and  other  expenses 
in  connection  with  the  Provincial  fuel 
problem,  while  R.  C.  Harris  and  his 
assistant,  H.  G.  Rupert,  divided  $2,000 
between  them  on  the  same  account. 
And  this  expenditure  was  made  in  the 
same  year  that  $4,760.84  was  spent  for 
fuel  for  heating  the  Official  residence  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario. 
That,  again,  was  rubbing  it  in.
